What docs the Troy Time3 mean, in its 
article on the Springfield regatta, by 44 the 
historically damned cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah?” If we have read the account 
accurately and intelligently those unfortunate 
places were consumed by fire, and their popu­ 
lation in all probability 4‘damned” on the 
spot.

Congress Is to have a fumigation at their 
hands, and a violent cathartic of returning 
virtue will purge away the “perilous stuff that 
weighs ” upon its liver! But, does anybody 
really believe these honest gentlemen? We 
guess not. “Confidence, my lords,” said Lord 
Chatham, “is a plant of slow growth.” 
How lucky it is that human nature is con­ 
structed upon the principle of compensation. 
No one pa sion of feeling can be dominant 
long. There mu3t be a reaction. The inevit­ 
able 44 opposite,” which lies at the basis of all 
reasoning, is a matter of fact as well as of 
philosophy. The panic blazed away for 
a few days in the dry grass of a thousand 
frail speculations, meu were crazy with ap­ 
prehension, and stylish ladies thought of car­ 
riages sent to auction and diamonds going to 
pawn. And some of these shining etceteras 
probably will go there. But the air will be 
clearer after the storm, aad the feet of the 
tempest-tossed financial adventurers will find 
solid bottom, even though it be paved with 
plebiun gravel. So much the better. We 
want naturalness and honesty. People must 
learn to keep out of debt. And when nothin? 
short of an earthquake can teach them that, 
let us thank God for the earthquake. But we 
mu3t admit that earthquakes are awful hard 
on crockery. 
The Springfield Republican in a notice of a 
work entitled the “Life of Rev. Alfred Cook- 
man” calls it a biography. Technically it is 
so, actually it is a eulogy. Wc have no biog­ 
raphies in the proper sense. Nearly or quite 
all the written lives of more or less noted indi­ 
viduals propose a theory about their subjects 
and are compounded to illustrate or to prove 
it. Such books as the one here alluded to are 
intended of course for the sympathetic friends 
of the man whose memory they are written to 
perpetuate, not for the general public. Other­ 
wise we should say that a volume of five hun­ 
dred pages is much too large for the purpose 
o! making the world acquainted with one 
whose life was comparatively uneventful. One 
thing, however, we are sorry for, if it is fair to 
assume its truth of one of tbo first of English 
scholars.

No 
regular price was established to-day, fenders 
making their own terms. 
The Cashier of the Fourth National Bank, 
which threw out Clews & Co.’s checks to the 
amount of $200,000, says the bank did so 
simply becau.se their account wa3 not 
good. There was no overdraft,-but would 
have been had the bank allowed it. Tbe firm 
paid until no greenbacks remained on hand 
and as they could negotiate no securities, of 
which they hold large amounts, nothing re­ 
mained but suspension. Clews & Co. say 
they had $800,000 in securities in the Fourth 
National Bank, against wlrch checks to the 
amount of $300,000 only have been drawn. 
THE TRUST COMPANIES. 
The Board of Trustees of the National Trust 
Company were in session three hours to-day, 
but arrived at no conclusion about resuming 
business. 
The investigating committee of the Union 
Trust Company have not completed their ex­ 
amination, but expect to conclude to-night. 
Nothing is known as to the whereabouts of 
Carlton. The statemeut that a petition for 
involuntary bankruptcy has been fifed against 
the Union Trust Company proves to be a fact. 
Kendrick & Co., brokers of Wall street, are 
the petitioning creditors. 
The petition is 
based upon the allegation that the company 
refused to pay a check of the petitioners for 
$52,000 on the 30th of August on the ground 
that the check had not been through the 
Clearing House. The papers have been for­ 
warded to Judge BlaLcbford at Newport. 
THE SAVINGS BANKS. 
Depositors iu the Brooklyn savings bank3 
this morning showed symptoms of alarm and 
many drew their deposits. No notice is re­ 
quired so far in Brooklyn. There Is no uni­ 
formity of action in the New Y'ork savings 
banks. 
A very few pay nothing without 
notice; ethers pay sums uuder $100 
some under $1,000 without notice and 
exact notice for larger sums; others pay all 
demauds. Some use discretion iu paying 
demandsjtbat appear legitimate, to whatever 
amount, and require notice for all de­ 
mands appearing to be panic-inspired. 
END OF THE EXCITEMENT IN ALBANY.

Savings Bauk here closed this noon and the 
deposits at the close were much larger than 
tho amount paid out. The panic is over here.

Miraculou* Encape of an Exprés* Train 
on the Central Railroad. 
As the Atlantic Express train from the west 
over the Auburn tiranch of the Central road 
was coming east Tuesday eveniDg it came 
near being thrown from the track by an ob­ 
struction. As the train was within a mile oí 
Fairmount station, the passengers were start­ 
led by several toots from the locomotive whis­ 
tle and tbe immediate setting of the patent 
brakes. Next followed a crash and the pas­ 
sengers in the coach next forward of the sleep­ 
ing car received a lively shaking up. After 
running some distance further the train came 
to r stand still, when upon examination it was 
found That the pilot had been torn from the 
locomotive, thattheash pau and other machin­ 
ery beneath the engine was gone, and that the 
brakes from nearlyall the carsbadbeen broken 
and torn off. Upon backing up some distance 
portions of the broken brakes, etc., were dis­ 
covered; and upon backing further the ash- 
box, the shivered cow-catcher, etc., were 
found. 
Upon backing up siill further the 
cause of all the damage was discovered. It 
proved to be no less than a huge block of 
granite, weighing over a ton, which evidently 
had been dropped from some work-train which 
was conveying it to its destination, it probably 
being designed for some culvert along tbo 
road. Upon the discovery of the stone, an 
Irish womau residing in the immediate vicin­ 
ity was found with a green lantern in her 
hand. She stated that she had discovered the 
stone a short time previous to the coming of 
the train, and being unable to get it removed 
aud having no red light, she got a green one 
and endeavored to stop tbe train. The en­ 
gineer saw the green ii ht as lie approached 
it, but not Knowing what it memt, kept on 
until the obstruction was encountered, with the 
above results. The escape was a forluuate one, 
as like results might not occur once iu a thou­ 
sand times. The train was going about thirty- 
five miles an hour,and was on a high emjauk- 
ment at the time the obstruction wa3 encoun­ 
tered. Had the train been thrown down the 
embankment, the loss of life and injury to 
limb must have been fearful.

From the yard of Mr. James Lennox at the 
foot of Court street, Brooklyn, Saturday at 7 
o’clock, another splendid steamship was 
launched. She was built by the Lorillards, 
and will by that firm be employed iu the 
coasting trade. Her name is the Mediator. 
All the arrangements for the act of launching 
had been carefully prepared, and as a result 
when the word was given the vessel passed 
without a jar into the waters ol the bay. 
There was a great many persons on band to 
witness tbe\iuncb, and as the Mediator took 
the water, decked gaily for the occasion, they 
cheered heartily. The following are her di­ 
mensions: Length over all 222 feet, widib of 
beam 36 feet, depth of hold 21 feet. The 
Mediator is a double decker and constructed 
for carrying freight between New York and 
Norfolk. She will be commanded by Captain 
Charles Smith, a good navigator. She left 
for Newburgh, on the Hudson, where sho will 
receive her machinery, at the Highland Iron 
Works. It is stated she will easily make 
fourteen knots per hour. Messrs. Ward & 
Stantou, of the above named works, will fur­ 
nish the Mediator with a thirty-four inch 
cylinder and five feet stroke. She will have 
a ten foot screw. One tubular boiler, capable 
or carrying eighty pounds of steam, will have 
its place amongst the machinery.

On 
Monday and Tuesday mornings we published 
four columns of financial news, receiving and 
publishing every line of Associated Press dis­ 
patches, which did not close before half-past 
three in the morning, an hour later than 
usual. 


Slcnmboatiug Project. 
The Troy Daily Press says: “ The water iu 
theriver has been lower this year tl.an it has 
ever been before. Captain Abrams, of the 
Thomas Powell, says lie never before in all his 
experience knew the time when the water was 
so low. lie thinks it imperative that some­ 
thing be done to improve navigation between 
this city aud Albany. The only alternative 
for tbe steamboat company is to build light 
draught boats. This, we understand, is to be 
done. Mr. Cornell, President of t he Citizens’ 
Liue and owner of about $120,000 of the capi­ 
tal stock of §250,000, proposes to build a boat 
expressly for the Troy Line. It will not draw 
more than three feet of water, will have all 
modern improvements, and will cost about 
§250,000. Mr. Cornell lias been looking up 
passenger boats on the various lines of traffic 
for suggestions and new ideas. 
He recently 
made a trip upon Lake Champlain by the 
splendid line of steamers of the Champlain 
Company. We are promised the uew boat in 
the spring of 1S75, which is none too soon for 
our pressing needs.” 


First Cargo. ’ 
The new barge built for tbe Delaware & 
Hudson Cuual Company, at New Baltimore, 
and named the Lackawanna, yesterday had 
her first cargo of coal on board, consisting of 
five hundred tons, being one hundred tons less 
thau her carrying capacity, but as it was her 
first cargo they did not want to load her gun­ 
wale to. Tho barge is destined for freighting 
purposes on the Sound, we understand, and 
for that reason we consider it a mistake that 
her rail wasn’t ruu all the way around her, as 
in the winter time, with ice on deck and a 
nasty sea, as they frequently have in the 
Sound, running, it would be the easiest thing 
in life to bo washed ofl the Lackawanna’s 
deck. Capt. James Hougbtaling is master of 
the barge, aud ou Tuesday he had the sail- 
makers at work making her tarpauliugs.

The Wiltwyck Guard, who arc going to Po'- 
keepsie on an excursion soon, are practicimr 
nightly the art of walkiog without treading on 
each others’ heels. If they can do this well 
after dark, of course they will not fail to man­ 
oeuvre like veterans in broad daylight. Then 
some of the members are training on a shoot 
too; and we have no doubt that Poughkeepsie 
will be astounded at the multitude of bullets 
that will be piled in the bullseye on ‘top of 
each other. 


A SomunmbulUt’s Fall. 
On Monday morning about two o’clock a 
man named Fisher, who had been sleeping for 
about four houra in the garret of Mr. Ferdi­ 
nand Mayer’s building near the railroad bridge 
on Hasbrouck avenue, got up in his sleep and 
walking to the window, four stories from the 
ground, either jumped or fell to the sidewalk. 
Strange to say he suflered no injury beyond a 
slight hurt to his arm and a small bruise upon 
his leg. He doesn’t care to repeat tho opera­ 
tion.

Tlie N. Y., K. A S. R. B. Company 
While there has been considerable scurrying 
to and fro and much cxcitemcut concerning 
this railroad, very little positive information 
has leaked out from the meeting of Monday 
night. The directors are very nervous but 
reticent, and more in a great flutter than 
they have been since the troubles of the road 
commenced. Euough however has transpired 
to show that the direction is divided, one set 
of directors desiring to break the contract 
with tbe Litchfields, and the other standing 
by the latter. The Sharpe and Hasbrouck set 
are credited with the former, while Gilbert Is 
the right bower of the Litchfield?. How each 
party expects to accomplish its object does 
not appear, and probhbly has not yet been 
fully concluded upon, as it is oue of those 
things in which what ¡3 to be done i3 materi- 
ajly modified by the possibilities; but there 
are whispers of a contemplated co>'p d'etat, 
a la Erie.' Both parties want to get out, but 
to get t'other set out first is ail essential pre­ 
liminary.. If the Litchflelds are thrown out 
the directors will probably carry their burdoti 
until they can unload upon somebody yvbo 
wants a railroad. Should the Litchflelds suc­ 
ceed they will probably sell the concern to 
anybody, and failing in that hove a receiver 
appointed. There has been considerable ef­ 
fort to negotiate with Mr. Cornell, but that 
gentleman doesn’t appear to be hankering 
alter a railroad. 
The Litchflelds, in the 
present light state of the money market, 
haven’t an overpowering inclination to band 
over the earniDgs of the road, which have been 
considerable, amounting in August to $26,000- 
All pretence of work seems to have vauished 
with tho construction carts, which came down 
from Stamford Tuesday morning and were 
shipped to the Champlain road, a man named 
Campbell claiming to have bought them. The 
diversion of the earnings to Wall street specu­ 
lation has created dissatisfaction among the 
men, some of whom have not been paid iu a 
number of months. Iu the meanwhile tbe 
road lias run down badly, both road-bed and 
equipment having greatly depreciated in value. 
Another directors’ meeting will be held on 
Monday night, at which the rival plans will be 
more fully developed. 
Recorder’s Court. 
Legal business uptown in the smaller courts 
has been unusually dull of late, and the Re­ 
corder's Court has scarcely had any business 
at all. True, now and then a drunken man is 
picked up on the street on the charge of being 
disorderly, but there seems to bo an ’almost 
entire absence of graver crimes. It is hard 
on the constables, but as they are hunting for 
certain mythical barn burners, horse stealers 
and various other unknown individuals who 
have rewards placed on their heads, probably 
they take little thought on the matter. Tbe 
following cases have been disposed of in the 
last two or three days. Aaron Terwilliger and 
Peter Hogan were brought into court on charge 
of having assaulted one James Barney, and 
tried and discharged. John Slater was tried 
for having assaulted Millard A. Post.

A domestic at work for Thos. A. Knicker­ 
bocker, 88 First street, has a child whose caso 
is somewhat remarkable. The infant is now 
five months old, small of its age and with a 
somewhat flattened forehead and suukeu nose. 
The nostrils arc diminutive and the head has 
had an internal gathering. But, strangest 
of ail, the gum has beeu formed so high that 
several teeth which grew from it occupied the 
nasal cavities aud impeded the little one’s 
breathing. Lately the child has been operated 
ou by Dr. Gregory of West Trov for the removal 
of the teeth, and two were drawn out of the 
nose with difficulty, after the child had been 
kept under the influence of chloroform for an 
hour and u half. Oue tooth previously loos­ 
ened of itself and was sneezed oat; another is 
isible aud must be removed by dentistry if 
nature is slack. The teeth are of moderate 
size, shelly in character, and do not appear 
very strong. They were, however, sufficient 
to greatly discommode the wee victim aud 
threatened to suflocate it. After the opera­ 
tion the child was prostrated considerably and 
still appeare feeble. The mother fancies that 
the deficient gum is working downward, and 
hopes the mouth will ultimately assume a uor- 
mal shape. The lower gum is fully formed. 
This is a unique case, and some of our leading 
physicians confess they never came across a 
similar one in their practice, while medical 
works raráy mentiou the like. The case of a 
child in Port Henry surpasses the one in ques­ 
tion, since it had eight teeth taken from its 
nose.—Troy Press.

election districts in which they respectively reside, 
S 2. No person who shall receive, expect or offorto 
receive, or pay, offer or promise to pay, contribute, 
offer or promise to contribute to another, to be paid 
or Hsed, any money or other valuable thing as a com­ 
pensation for the giving or withholding a vote at an 
election, or w ho shall make any promise to miluence 
th o u iv ln g o r withholding any such vote, or who 
shall make or become, directly or Indirectly, inter­ 
ested In any bet or w sger, depending upon tho result 
of any election, shall vote at such election; and upon 
clialler.ee lor such cause, the person so challenged, 
before the officers authorized for that purpose shall 
receive his vote, shall swear or affirm before such 
officers that he has not received or offered, does not 
expect to receive, hag not paid, offered or promised 
to pay, contributed, offered or promised to contrib­ 
ute to another, to bo paid or used, any money or 
other valuable thing, as a compensation or reward 
for the giving or withholding a vote at such election, 
and has not made any promise to influence tho giv­ 
ing or withholding of any such vole, nor made or be­ 
come, directly or indirectly, interested in any bet or 
wager depending upon the result of such election. 
The legislature, at the session thereof next after tho 
adoption of this section, shall, and from time to time 
thereafter may, enact laws excluding from the right 
ol suffrage all persons convieted of bribery or any 
infamous crime. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), Thut tlie fore­ 
going amendments be referred to tho legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senat-rs, 
aud that in conformity with section one of articlo 
thirteen of the constitution, it be published for three 
months previous to the time of such election.

CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS proposing amend- 
j m ents to article three ot the constitution. 
Resolved (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, four, five, six, seven and eight of article three 
ot the constitution be amended so as to read a« fol- 
lows: 
ARTICLE III. 


S e c t io n 1. Tho legislative power of the state shall 
bo vested In a senate and assemblr. 
g 4. An enumeration of the Inhabitants of the state 
shall be made under the direction of tho legislature, 
In the year one thousaud eight hundred and seventy- 
five, aud in every tenth year thereafter. 
g 6. The assembly shall consist of one hundred an<l 
twenty-eight members electtd for cue year. The 
members of assembly shall be apportioned among 
tlio several counties of the state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the number of their 
respective inhabitants, excluding aliens, and shall be 
chosen by single districts. The assembly districts 
shall remain as at present organized until alter the 
enumeration of the Inhabitants ef the state In the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-five. 'The legis­ 
lature, at its first session after tho return of every 
enumeration, shall apportion ihe members of assem­ 
bly among the several counties of the state, in man­ 
ner aforesaid, and tho board of supervisors In sach 
counties as may be entitled under snch apportion­ 
ment to more than one member, except the city and 
county of New York, and in said oltv and county the 
board of aldermen ot aaid city Bhall assemble at snch 
times as the legislature making such a) portionment 
shall prescribo aud divide their respective counties 
Into assembly districts, each of which districts shall 
consist of convenient and contiguous territory equal 
to tho num ber ef members ef assembly to which such 
counties shall be entitled, and shall cause to be filed 
in the offices of the secretary of state and the clerks 
of their respective counties a description ol such dis­ 
tricts, specifying the ndtnber of each distrkt, and 
the population thereof, according to the last preced­ 
ing enumeration, as near as can be ascertained, and 
the apportionment and districts shall remain unal­ 
tered until a n o ta r enum eration shall be made as 
herein provided. 
No town eball be divided in the 
formation of assemoly districts. Every county here­ 
tofore established and separately organized, exoept 
the county of Hamilton, shall always be entitled to 
one member of the assembly, and no new county 
shall be hereafter erected unless It* population shall 


entitle it to a member» The county of Hamilton 
shall elect with the county of Fulton until tho popu­ 
lation of tho ceunty of Hamilton shall, according to 
tho ratio, be entitled to a member. But the legisla­ 
ture may abolish the said county of Hamilton and 
annex tlie territory thereof to tome other county or 
counties. 
N o th in g in this section shall prevent di­ 
vision at any time ol counties and towus, and the 
erection of uew towns and counties by tho legisla­ 
ture. 
gC. Each member of the legislature shall receive 
tor his service an annual salary 01 one thousand five 
hundred dollars. The metr’jers ofeither house shall 
also receive the sum of ono dollar for every ten miles 
they shall travel i& going to and returning from their 
place of meeting, once in each session, on the most 
usual route. Senators, when the senate alone is con­ 
vened in extraordinary session, or when serving aa 
members of the court for the trial of impeachments, 
and such members of the assembly, not exceeding 
nine in number, 63 shall be appointed managers oi 
an impeachment, shall receive an additional allow, 
anee 01 ten dollars a day. 
S 7. No member of the legislature shall receive any 
civil appointment within this state, or the senate of 
the United Htates, from the governor, the governer 
and senate, or from the legislature, or from asy city 
government, during the time for which he shall have 
been elected; and all auch appointments, and all 
votes given for any such memoer for any such office 
or appointment, shall be void. 
5 8. No person shall be eligible to the legislature 
who at the tim e of hts election Is, or within one 
hundred days previous thereto has been, a mem ­ 
ber of congress, a civil or m ilitary officer under 
the United States, or an «fficer under any city govs 
em inent. And If any person shall, after his elec­ 
tion vs a mem ber of the legislature, be elected to 
congress or appointed to any office,civil or military 
under the governm ent of the United States, or un­ 
der anv citv governm ent, his acceptance thereof 
shall vacate hts seat. 
And that the following additional sections l>c 
added to said article three of the constitution : 
5 17. No act shall be passed which shall provide 
that any existing law, or any part thereof, shall 
be m ade or deemed a part of said act, or which 
shall enact th at any existing law, or any part 
thereof, shall be applicable, except by inserting it 
In such act. 
I 13. The legislature 3liall not paas a private or 
local bill in any of the following eases: 
Changing the names of persons. 
Laying out, opening, altering, working or dis­ 
continuing roads, highways or alleys, or for drain­ 
ing swamps or other low lands. 
Locating or changing county seats. 
IToviding for changing of venue in civil or crim ­ 
inal cases. 
Incorporating villages. 
Froviding for election of members of boards of 
supervisors. 
Selecting, drawing, sum m oning or inipanneiing 
grand or petit Jurors. 
R egulating the interest on money. 
The opening and conducting of elections or des­ 
ignating places of voting. 
Creating, increasing or decreasing fees, percent­ 
age or allowance of public officers during the term 
for which said officers arc elected or appoint­ 
ed. 
G ranting to auy corporation, association or In­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
G ranting to any private corporation, association 
or Individual any exclusive privilege, im munity or 
franchise whatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
com panies for such purposes, except on the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated in this section.and for all oth­ 
er eases which In Us judgm ent may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon the condition th at the consent of the 
ow ners of one-half in value of the property bound­ 
ed «H, and thevonsent also of the local authori­ 
ties having the comrol of th at portion of a street 
or highway upon which it is proposed to construct 
or operate such railroad be first obtained, or, in 
case the consent of such property-owners cannot 
be obtained, the general term of the supreme 
court in the district In w hich it Is proposed to be 
constructed may, upon application, appoint three 
commissioners, who shall determ ine, after a hear­ 
ing of all parties interested, w hether such railroad 
ought to be constructed or operated, and tlieir de­ 
term ination, conflrmed by tlie court, may be taken 
in lieu of the consent of the property owners. 
{ 19. The legislature shall neith erau d it nor allow 
any private claim or account against the state, tint 
may appropriate money to pay such claiilis as shall 
have been audited and allowed according to law. 
{ 20. Every law which Imposes, continues or re­ 
vives a tax shall distinctly state the tax and the ob­ 
ject to which lt is to be applied, and lt shall not be 
sufficient to refer to anv other law to tlx such tux 
or object. 
{ 21. On the final passage, in cither house of the 
legislature, of any act which imposes, continues or 
revives a tax, or creates a debt or charge, or makes, 
continues or revives any appropriation of public or 
trust money or property, or releases, discharges or 
com m utes any claim or dem and of the state, the 
question shall be taken for yeas and nays, which 
shall be duly entered upon the Journals, and three- 
fifths of all the members elected to either house 
shall In all such cases be necessary to constitute a 
quorum therein. 
v 22. There shall be in the several counties, ex­ 
cept in cities whose boundaries arc the same as 
those of the county, a board of supervisors, to b e 
composed of such members and elected in snch a 
m anner, and for such period, as is or may be provi­ 
ded by law, In any such cities the duties and pow­ 
ers of a board of supervisors may be devolved upon 
the common council or board of aldermen thereof. 
Section seventeen of said article Is hereby made 
section tw enty-three of the propo.sed am endment, 
and Ls am ended so as to read as follows: 
{ 23. The legislature shall, by general laws, con­ 
fer upon the boards of supervisors of the several 
counties of the state such further powers of loral 
legislation and adm inistration as the legislature 
may from time to time deem expedient. 
§ 24. The legislatnre shall not, nor shall thccom - 
mon council of any city, nor anv board of supervi­ 
sors, grant any extra com pensation to any public 
officer, servant, agent or contractor. 


5 25. Sections seventeen ana eighteen of this arti­ 
cle shall not apply to anv bill or the am endm ents to 
any bill which shall be report d to the legislatnre 
by commissioners who have been appointed pursu­ 
an t to law to revise the statutes.

The persons holding 
tlie offices at tlie time when this section shall take 
effect shall continue to hold the sam e until thetlrst 
day of January next succeeding the tirst rtectiou 
of com ptroller and secretary of state, pursuant to 
the provisions hereof, and shall each receive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed by law for Buch tim e as they may 
hold such offloesbeyond the term for which they 
shall have been elected 
} 2. The attorney-general anil stale engineer and 
surveyor shall be appointed by the governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold their offices un ­ 
til the end of the term of the governor by whom 
they shall be nominated, and until their successors 
are appointed. No person shall be appointed state 
engineer ami surveyor who is not a practical engi­ 
neer. 
5 3. A superintendent ef state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, w ith the consent of the 
senate, and hold his office for live ye rs, unless 
sooner removed; he shall give security In such 
am ount, and w ith snch sureties, as shall be requir­ 
ed by law for the faithful discharge ol his duties;

The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, state engi­ 
neer and surveyor, and superintendent of nubile 
works. 
5 C. A superintendent of public works shall be 
appointed by the governor, w ith the consent of the 
senate, and to hold his office nntil the end of the 
term of the governor by whom he was nominated 
and until his successor ls appointed.

He shall be charged 
with the execution of all lawa rotating to the repair 
and navigation of tlio canals; and also of those re­ 
lating to tho construction and Improvement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or Improvement shall 
be confided to the state engineer and surveyor.

Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be am ended so as to read as follow s: 
Se c tio n!. The executive power shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold his office for three 
y ears; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
sam e time, ami for tue sam e term . The governor 
and lienteuant-governor elected next preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for which they were elected. 
5 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been five j ears, nex t pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
{ 4. t he governor shall be coinmam ier-ln-chlef of 
the military and naval forces of the state. lie shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the son­ 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as tho governor may recom mend for con­ 
sideration. lie shall com m unicate bv message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom mend such m atters to them as he 
shall judge expedient. 
He shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and m ilit ary. 
He shall expedite all such measures 
a« may tie resolved upon by the legislatnre, and 
shill take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annua* salary of 
ten thousand dollars, ami there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
5 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, 
aud shall not receive or" be entitled to any other 
com pensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may Ik: required to perform bv the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed tlie sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; if he approve, he shall 
sign i t ; but if not, he shall retu rn it with his objec­ 
tions to the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together w ith the objections to t he oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the members elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections ol the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses snail be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the nam es of the mem­ 
bers voting shall be entered 011 the Journal of each 
house respectively.
